There are always some bolts and nuts | 


around a paper mill which seem to take de- 
light in getting gummed up. 
bolts to the manholes in the rotary bleach 


boilers. They are always getting stuck and 
having to bescraped out. The same can be 
said of the bolts around some parts of the 


back line in the machine room. In this case 
the screw threads get stuck up with pulp, 
but in the bleach room the gum from the 
rags is ten times worse. It will help mat- 
ters much to clean out the bolts and nuts, 
then cut one or two narrow grooves the 
whole length of the thread in both bolt and 
nut. The grooves thus cut act like the cut- 
ting edges of taps and dies, and remove the 
grease and gum by cutting it out as the nut 
is screwed along the rod or screw. 





A cold chisel is a homely, ordinary kind of 
a tool, and I suppose its very commonness 
is the reason why most. people abuse and 
many stealiton sight. Because it is such 
an everyday tool is no reason why it should 
be abused or not kept in the best possible 
shape for effective work. Cold chisels 
which are ground hollow across the edge 
will not stand near as long as they will when 
ground a little rounding, for the reason that 
when hollow the corners are broken off by 
the action of the blow, while when rounding 
the same action serves to keep the corners 
intact, by making the greatest pressure from 
a blow come at the middle of the chisel. In 
other words, the strain comes from the centre 
toward the edge with a hollow ground 
chisel, and from the edge to the centre with 
the round end form of tool. 


Tempering a chisel should depend some- 
what on the use to which the tool is to be 
put. If it is to be used in the shop it 
should be heated about one and a half times 
its width, when it is to be hardened. Only 
about one-half this length should be dipped 
into the water when hardening, thus leav- 
ing only the very edge of the chisel hard. 
This prevents any breaking off of large 
corners or pieces of the chisel, should any 
defect exist in the tool, and the steel is 
hardened for a considerable distance from 
the end of the tool. For use outside the 
shop, on jobs where there are no facilities 
for tempering tools, the cold chisel should 
be tempered far up the bevel, thus allowing 
it to be sharpened many times by grinding 
without having to be tempered. To temper 
a tool in this manner it must be hardened, 
then draw the temper with a piece of hot 
iron, instead of letting it run down from the 
hot metal above the hardened place. To 
make this kind of tools give satisfaction, 
only the very best chisels must be selected 
for the purpose, the poor ones being kept 
for shop work or to lend. 

One of the worst habits a man can get 
into is to raise the chisel from the work at 
every stroke. This is nothing but a habit. 
It does no good, and often results in harm. 
The trick was probably borrowed from the 
stone whacker, who lifts up his tool at al- 
most every stroke, in order to see what he is 


doing. He has to cut so many ornamental | 


shapes that it is important to see what a 
blow has done, but it is nonsense for an iron 
worker to imitate the stone mason in this 
respect.

Early Experiments in Electric 
Bleaching.

It' was not until a day or two ago that | 
noticed in THE JOURNAL of March 16 a letter 
from E. Andreoli, in reference to the claim 
of Charles Watt as the inventor of the man- 
ufacture of the hypochlorites, &c., by elec- 
trical decomposition. As I personally 
worked with Mr. Watt in these electrical 
experiments for the production of chlorine, 
hypochlorites, chlorates, &c., from chlorides, 
I may perhaps be able to throw some light 
upon the early days of electric bleaching. 

Ic was in 1848, I think, when Charles

By the use of the additional wire the de- 
vice can be applied to existing machines — 
without disturbing the wire previously used 
and the additional wire can be employed in 
connection with the two sets of additional 
couch rolls shown in Fig. 1 in the same man- :

Analysis of Coloring Matter in 
Paper. 


By Dr. Worster.

The hydroxide of iron 
is contained in the paper partly as H.Fe, 
O« and partly as H,Fe:O;, and in making 
our calculations we would do better to ac- 
cept this latter formula. We find in the ash 


| an anhydrous oxide of iron (Fe,O; — 160), so 


that the oxide of iron in the ash must be cal- 
culated as hydroxide, and thus we have 160 
parts of oxide of iron, equivalent to 196 
parts of hydroxide of iron. A dark chamois 
color, made with artificial oxide, precipitated 
in the beating engine, gave 2.86 per cent. of 
ash, and deducting for ash of sized paper, 
there remained 1.91 per cent. of hydroxide 
of iron. A light chamois color gave 0.96 
per cent. 

Earth colors in paper act as ordinary load- 
ing materials, but, as their distribution is 
coarse, their coloring power is feeble. Two 
papers coated (and not so deeply as others 
coated with artificial ochre) with two kinds 
of ochre have an ash percentage of 12.6 and 
15.6 per cent. 

If these earth colors are principally com- 
posed of clay they will act like kaolin, and 
the ash of the paper will coincide with the 
clay in the paper. If there are large quanti- 
ties of hydroxide of iron present, however, 
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a direct test must be made to ascertain how 
much the earth, dried at 212° Fahr., lost by 
heat. The following method should be used 
so as to keep to the same conditions as in 
the ash analysis: 0.2 or 0.3 of a gram, or 
ess, of the color dried at 2.42° Fahr. is 
taken. A strip of paper of a known ash 
contents is also weighed; this strip must 
»t be too small, so that the ash may keep 
ogether, and the ash should be about 5 
ercent.

100 parts of oxide of iron in the ash are equiv- 
alent to some 153 parts of prussian blue in 
the paper. A light blue poster paper had 
0.97 per cent. of oxide of iron — 1.05 per 
cent. of prussian blue, and a darker blue 
paper had 2.2 per cent. 

In making black from sulphate of iron 
100 parts of this gave 120 parts of dry black 
color. The color leaves oxide of iron on be- 
ing burned, and as 100 parts of oxide are 
equivalent to 347.4 parts of sulphate of iron, 
and 100 parts of the sulphate to 120 parts of 
the color, we have 100 parts of oxide of iron 
in the ash equivalent to 416.88 of black color 
in the paper. 

If manganese, ground very fine, is used 
for gray papers it will be found for the most 
part as such in the ash. A portion of the 
MnO, may, however, be transformed into 
Mn;O0,4. A gray paper, with 3.79 per cent. 
of ash, had 2.49 per cent. of manganese. If 
artificially precipitated manganese is used 
for brown papers the MnOs will more readily 
pass over in the burning to MnsO, (229), 
owing to its greater distribution, so that as 
MnO, is 87 we have 100 Mn;QO, as equiva- 
lent to 114 of manganese. 

As the composition, both of natural and 
artificial manganese, varies, and the yield 
in oxygen is very variable also, no depend- 
ence can be placed on calculations; it is 
better to control every kind by the same 
method as in earth colors. 

The quantity of brown coal or turf in pa- 
per may be proximately ascertained from an 
ash analysis of a paper, as both are rather 
richinash. A good average sample of them 
must be taken and dried at 212° Fahr., and 
then found how much ash isleft. From the 
increase of ash in the paper a calculation 
may then be made.

When the ash analyses of coated papers 
are once ascertained it will be easily seen 
what is the loss of the individual colors for 
normal work, and for certain thickness of 
sheet, and as one substance is always pre- 
dominant in each color, the calculation of 
cost must be principally based on this.—

the stock, and down the centre of the build- 
ing ago inch machine.

The wheel pit will be made 6 feet 
deeper and the tail race 3 feet deeper along 
its whole length. A new flume will be put 
in, together with new wheels. The work on 
the tail race has already been commenced. 
The machine room will probably also be 
thoroughly remodeled. No additional ma- 
chinery will be put in at present. 

A small quantity of pulp was made last 
Saturday at the new mill of the Combined 
Locks Paper Company, by way of testing 
the stones. The wet machine building will 
be ready to start permanently in about a 
week, when some pieces of shafting which 
have not yet arrived have been put in place. 
There are now 12,000 horse power of water on 
the dam, several thousand more than will be 
used. The project of completing the paper 
and sulphite making departments has been 
deferred until next year. 

The Atlas Iron and Brass Works are mak- 
ing plans for N. H. Brokau, of Kaukauna, for 
two bisulphite digesters to be of about 5 tons 
combined daily capacity. The digesters are 
intended to be constructed of the new alloy 
made by the Eastwood Manufacturing Com- 
pany, of New Jersey.

For nearly a 
year, not including the winter months, the 
Water Power Company has been busy put- 
ting in wheel pits and tailraces for a new 
electric light station, to which the plant that 
supplies the streets, stores, public buildings 
and many mills with lights would eventu- 
ally have been removed. A large excava- 
tion had been made, the raceways were 
nearly finished, and work was being pushed 
on the last wheel pit, with the expectation 
of finishing the latter while the water was 
out of the canals early in July. Thirty men 
have been working night and day and the 
digging behind the canal wall weakened 
the latter, and small leaks have been no- 
ticed for a week or more. The soil in the 
vicinity of the Cabot street mill and fora 
long distance on each side of it is full of 
quicksands, and it is thought that the water 
from the canal worked its way through this 
treacherous foundation, under the canal 
wall and through the sheet piling, till noth- 
ing could withstand the terrible pressure, 
and the crash followed. 

About 100 feet of the solid stone canal 
wall was torn out, the penstocks in the elec- 
tric light department were torn and twisted, 
the brick raceways were partially demol- 
ished, the Cabot street mill—or that part oc- 
cupied by Chadwick & Chadwick, manufac- 
turers of imitation sealskins—was partially 
wrecked ; a brick repair shop, which stood in 
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the way of the rushing waters, was crushed 
like an eggshell; wooden buildings were 
swept away and the abutment on the east 
end of the railroad bridge was torn out, al- 
lowing one full section of the latter to fall. 
Had this accident occurred two hours earlier 
it is probable that one hundred or more 
people would have lost their lives, as the 
men in the pit would have been swept away 
and a part of the help employed by Chad- 
wick & Chadwick might have gone down 
with the ruin.

Mr. Erwin writes largely from personal 
observation, as well as from notes and early 
history. The writer having known him in- 
timately for thirty-seven years, and knowing 
him to be a man of remarkable memory, re- 
quested him to furnish such information as 
he could in regard to early paper making in 
Ohio and the West, as this is a branch of in- 
dustry in which he has been interested more 
or less for the past fifty years. In accord- 
ance with the request he wrote as follows : 

‘* The first paper mill west of the Allegheny 
Mountains was built about 4 miles west of 
Brownsville, Pa., in 1791 or 1792, by two 
Quakers, named Samuel Jackson and Jona- 
than Sharpless, who had been brought upon 
the Brandywine. This was a paper mill of 
the primitive order, consisting of two beat- 
ing engines, each of 200 pounds capacity, 
and a 30 inch cylinder machine, which turned 
out 1,000 to 1,200 pounds of wrapping paper 
each day. This was known as the Redstone 
Mill. 

‘*The second paper mill west of the Alle- 
ghenies was built at Brighton, Pa., south- 
west of Pittsburg, in the following year. 
The third mill was built near Georgetown, 
Ky., in 1793. All of these mills were of the 
same type and about the same capacity. 

“The first paper mill on Ohio soil, and 
said to be the fourth west of the Alleghenies 
was built in 1805 or 1806 on Little Beaver 
Creek, in Columbiana County. This mill was

Pure Caustic Soda in Paper 
Making. 


(Continued.) 


“A recent paper by Scheurer on the 
alkaline treatment of cotton textiles in the 
bleaching process contends that the efficiency 
of the hydrolysis attains a maximum with an 
admixture of carbonate with the caustic in 
the proportion of 1 to 3. This paper contains 
critical reference to the Mathier kier and the 
caustic alkali process which it was designed 
to bring under control. Having been con- 
nected with this process since its origin, we 
take this opportunity of joining issue with 
Scheurer, on the basis of the experience 
which has been accumulated, and from 
which we have concluded that the maximum 
efficiency is attained with the purest possible 
solutions of caustic soda, It may also be 
noted as a digression that to secure the 
‘bottom’ bleach, which is simply the purest 
possible cellulose, a preliminary treatment 
of the raw cotton with a dilute acid is neces- 
sary, the immediate effect of which we can 
only regard as the removal of the looser 
basic impurities. The elimination of these 
having an important effect on the character 
of the bleach, it is a fair inference that con- 
versely the presence of bases other than soda 
has a prejudicial effect upon all similar 
boiling processes. Returning to the question 
of the relative efficiency of sodium carbonate, 
which may be taken as the type of salts of 
soda with weak acids and caustic soda, we 
have to introduce the results of experiments 
upon the ‘ pulping’ of the vegetable fibres. 
We will content ourselves with the more im- 
portant of these, which were results obtained 
on a large scale. At a paper mill where 
esparto was treated, very imperfect boilings 
were being turned out, notwithstanding that 
the ‘ alkali’ eek ea ee was sufficient, as also

‘« The relative efficiency of pure and impure 
(commercial 60 per cent.) caustic soda we 
tested in the laboratory by experiments also 
upon esparto. Equivalent quantities, of the 
two reagents were employed under normal 
and exactly equal conditions. The pulp ob- 
tained from the experiment with the pure 
soda was found to contain 88 per cent. cellu- 
lose, that from the 60 per cent. caustic only 
-7 per cent. cellulose. The external char- 
.cter of the pulps and their behavior on 
bleaching corresponded with the difference 
thus proved in favor of the former. 

‘* The effect of the impurity of neutral salts 
was investigated separately by boilings of 
esparto with uniform quantities of pure 
austic soda, with and without the addition 
of sodium chloride and sulphate. The addi- 
tion of these salts caused a considerable 


deterioration in the quality of the resulting 


pulp.

Microscopic Examination of 
Paper. 





Mr. Herzberg, who has charge of the 
examinations of paper at Charlottenburg, 
has just published a very exhaustive work 
upon the subject, with numerous reproduc-

tions of microscopic preparations. 


of certain fibres for rendering them easily 
distinguished. 

The author uses a solution of iodine for 
recognizing the various fibres, which, accord- 
ing to their origin, assume various colors: 
(1) Wood wool and jute are colored yellow ; 
alfa do not 
change ; (3) cotton, flax and hemp are col- 
ored brown. 

For disintegrating the paper, Mr. Herz- 
berg does not employ the processes in com- 
mon use. Mechanical appliances, either 
needles or a mortar, do not remove the size, 


(2) straw, cellulose, and 


starch, and weighing substances which in | 


part conceal the structure of the fibres and 
render the examination of them difficult. He 
recommends that a small quantity of the 
paper to be examined be submitted to ebul- 
lition for a quarter of an hour in at to 2 per 
cent. solution of soda. In this way the for- 
eign substances are got rid of and the fibres 
set free. The presence of wood wool will be 
ascertained during the boiling by the paper 
becoming yellow. 

After this treatment the whole is poured 
upon a brass strainer with fine meshes and 
is washed with pure water. The washed 
residuum is reduced toa homogeneous paste 
in a porcelain mortar. 

In the case of colored paper the coloring 
matter must be removed, if the boiling does 
not effect the removal. To this end hydro- 
chloric acid, chloride of lime, &c., is used,

nothing but water is used for the boiling. 
If the presence of wool in the paper is sus- 
pected an alcoholic solution instead of an 
alkaline one is used, as the latter would dis- 
solve the wool.

The color produced varies in depth accord- 
ing to the concentration.
